Promising new high 
tech firm picks West 
Liberty as location 



Local firm 
gets bid for 
new school 

Frederick & May Construction 
Co. was awarded the contract for 
construction of a new elementary 
school near Greear at a special 
board of education meeting last 
week. 

The West Liberty company’s 
$8,947,500.00 proposal was the 
lowest of four submitted in the 
second round of bidding. Other 
bidders and their bids were D. W. 
Wilburn Construction of Lexing- 
ton, $8,960,000.00; Elliott Con- 
struction ofPikeville, $9,157,500, 
and Alliance Corp. of Glasgow, 
$9,389,300.00. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe 
Dan Gold said construction of the 
55,000 sq. ft. facility to replace 
the WPA-built Cannel City El- 
ementary will begin immediately 
upon the sale of construction 
bonds, probably within three 
weeks. 

The board rejected the first 
round of bids after proposals 
came in higher than anticipated. 
Subsequent design changes au- 
thorized by the board saved the 
board an estimated $150,000 over 
original estimates, Gold said. The 
changes included redesign of the 
cooling and heating system, sub- 
stituting a different type of brick, 
and redesigning the waste treat- 
ment plant. 

Gold said there is a possibility 
that construction of the waste 
treatment plant could be dis- 
carded entirely if the City of West 
Liberty is successful in acquiring 
funds to extend city sewer service 
to the site. 

The brick building will include 
18 regular classrooms to accom- 
modate up to 400 students, an art 
room, music room, and science 
room, kitchen and cafeteria, a 
full-size gymnasium, space for a 
Family Resource Center, and pre- 
school classrooms and play-

Old board steps aside, 
Judge’s nominees are 
approved at Mon. meet 

The Morgan County Fiscal 
Court, at a special called meeting 
early Monday morning, approved 
a proposal by Judge Executive 
Tim Conley to expand the county 
water district board from three to 
five members — one from each 
magisterial district — and voted 
to approve Conley’s nominees to 
the board. 

The meeting was called at the 
request of the magistrates after it 
was learned that the board’s 
former members, whose terms 
expire this year, had resigned. 

The resignations ended a stale- 
mate that had developed when 
four of the court’s five magis- 
trates declined to approve the 
water board expansion, urging 
instead the reappointment of the 
former board. 

On a motion by Magistrate 
Frankie Spencer “to appoint five 
water board members with alter- 
nating terms to be in compliance 
with state law to insure continu-

Her Home Is Her Cottage 



Susette Kelo, who took the 
right to keep her pink cottage in 
New London, Conn., all the way 
to the U.S. Supreme Court, has 
sparked a new cottage industry in 
the protection of property rights. 

The High Court ruled last June 
that New London could take Ms. 
Kelo’s home to make way for a 
private commercial project that 
would produce more jobs and 
taxes. The ruling has ignited a 
nationwide campaign to restrict 
this type of eminent domain. 

The taking of property for pri- 
vate commercial development is 
legal in most states, but now more 
than 30 states are under pressure 
to strictly limit eminent domain to 
projects that are clearly for pub- 
lic use. Congress, too, is looking 
to withhold federal funds to states 
that allow the taking of property 
for private projects. 

Defending property rights is 
essential to any democracy and to 
market-driven economies, and 
speaks to the freedom of individu- 
als to prosper through ownership. 
Private property is so important 
that the Fifth Amendment to the 
Constitution says it can only be 
taken for “public use” and with 
“just compensation.” 

Traditionally, “public use” has 
meant projects such as highways, 
schools, and public housing. But 
the Court’s 5 to 4 ruling inter- 
preted “public use” to also mean 
“public purpose,” arguing that 
New London’s economic revital- 
ization strategy centered around a 
planned private research facility 
by Pfizer Inc. would benefit the 
community at large. 

In her dissenting opinion, Jus- 
tice Sandra Day O’Connor 
warned that nothing now would 
stop a state from replacing a Mo- 
tel 6 with a Ritz-Carlton or a home 
with a mall. Indeed, the ruling 
seemed to further empower the 



powerful and connected (i.e. poli- 
ticians, corporations, and devel- 
opers) over business owners and 
residents in poor or modest neigh- 
borhoods ripe for redevelopment. 

It’s comforting to know that the 
new U.S. Chief Justice, John Rob- 
erts, concurs with the court’s ma- 
jority that states can curb the 
rulings ’s effect. At his confirma- 
tion hearings, he said states 
needn’t use eminent domain “to 
the broadest extent that the Su- 
preme Court has . . . authorized.” 

State remedies vary. Some try 
to clarify what eminent domain 
can be used for (“recognized pub- 
lic use” or “urban blight”). Oth- 
ers try to prohibit certain uses 
(such as for economic develop- 
ment, more tax revenues, or to 
transfer property from one private 
party to another). 

Lawmakers must be extra care- 
ful when defining public use, be- 
cause they can unwittingly con- 
fine their states to an unwelcome 
straight-jacket, or loose them from 
a deserved one. In 2003, for in- 
stance, alert residents in Lake- 
wood, Ohio, defeated a plan to 
turn their neighborhood of mod- 
est homes into condos based on a 
developer-friendly definition of 
“urban blight.” That definition 
included homes lacking an at- 
tached two-car garage, two full 
baths, and three full bedrooms. 

Perhaps the most meaningful 
of the restrictions being consid- 
ered by states are those that call 
for enhanced public participation 
— through notices, hearings, and 
negotiation. The decisions must 
be transparent, not decided in se- 
cret deals between politicians and 
campaign contributions. It’s the 
business and home owners who 
stand to lose their property who 
deserve the most say in what hap- 
pens to them.

— Agree Or Not — 

The Loneliest Man

FRANKFORT — Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher surely is the loneliest 
man in Kentucky right now. 

Many of his closest aides and 
advisors are gone — “to seek ca- 
reer opportunities in the private 
sector,” which translates into “get 
out of Dodge before the whole 
roof falls in” — or they were in- 
dicted for crimes associated with 
the hiring scandal and later fired 
by Fletcher after he pardoned 
them. 

Fletcher seemed to believe first 
the pardons and then the mass fir- 
ings would put the personnel scan- 
dal behind him and his adminis- 
tration. 

Wrong again. 

If anything, the two events fo- 
cused public attention even more 
keenly on the scandal, which first 
erupted in May. People were re- 
minded of the old saying that in- 
nocent people don’t need pardons. 
Nor, if they are as innocent as 
Fletcher insisted for so long, do 
they deserve to be fired before a 
statewide television audience. 

Then the state Republican Ex- 
ecutive Committee, presumed to 
be loyal to the first GOP gover- 
nor in more than 30 years, ignored 
Fletcher’s request that it fire Re- 
publican Party Chairman Darrell 
Brock Jr., one of those indicted 
and later pardoned by Fletcher. 

The committee was quite sat- 
isfied with Brock’s work as chair- 
man. 

And Fletcher’s political men- 
tor — or Svengali, depending on 
how you look at it — U.S. Sen. 
Mitch McConnell, became a 
highly conspicuous no-show on 
the roster for those coming to 
Fletcher’s defense. So, too, former 
GOP gubernatorial candidate 
Larry Forgy, who early on tried 
to go into federal court to stop the 
special grand jury’s work. Senate 
President David Williams’ fa- 
mously acerbic barbs at any criti- 
cism of the administration trailed 
off into silence. 

The greatest cut of all may 
have come last week, however. 
Carl Rove, President Bush’s top 
political advisor and scourge of 
Democrats everywhere, was in 
Lexington for a private fund- 
raiser (not for hurricane victims 
or Fletcher’s re-election cam- 
paign). 

The first Republican governor 
of Kentucky since 1971, however, 
was not present. Nor was the 
chairman of the Republican Party 
of Kentucky. 

Fletcher’s office said he de- 



clined an invitation because of his 
busy schedule, which included 
signing proclamations and attend- 
ing a Woodford County forum. 

Does anyone believe Fletcher 
would miss the golden opportu- 
nity to hobnob with some of the 
largest contributors to the party in 
Kentucky? Choose to sign a safe 
school proclamation instead of 
having his picture taken with the 
legendary Carl Rove? 

Of course not. 

If Fletcher — and Brock — 
were invited, it was in such a way 
that it was abundantly clear that 
their presence was not really 
wanted. 

And all the while, Attorney 
General Greg Stumbo’s prosecu- 
tors continue calling witnesses 
before the special grand jury, 
some testifying at length, others 
clearly invoking their Fifth 
Amendment right against self-in- 
crimination. 

Why go on if anyone and ev- 
eryone who has committed a 
crime involving political abuse of 
the state Merit System already has 
a gubernatorial pardon? 

As Acting Transportation Sec- 
retary Bill Nighbert discovered 
after his pardon (but not firing), it 
is still possible to be indicted for 
actions taken after the date of the 
pardon. 

And as the only one without a 
pardon, Fletcher himself remains 
a clear target of the grand jury’s 
investigation 

The governor’s lonely isola- 
tion also has done nothing to im- 
prove his political instincts. Not 
at all. 

Last week, he filled the latest 
vacancy in his media spokesman’s 
job with the New Jersey political 
consultant Fletcher hired last 
month to advise his re-election 
campaign — and upped the sal- 
ary by nearly $20,000 a year. 

The explanation for that was 
the New Jersey consultant also 
will do scheduling and write 
speeches. I can only imagine the 
speech someone from New Jersey 
will write for Fletcher to appear 
before a Hillbilly Days in Eastern 
Kentucky or a barbecue in West- 
ern Kentucky or even the Down- 
town Rotary Club of Louisville. 
Democrats, of course, are ecstatic, 
a condition they have found to be 
quite pleasant in recent months 
after a number of years otherwise. 

And there doesn’t seem to be 
any reason why the Democrats’ 
ecstasy will disappear anytime 
soon.

As you have been reading the 
articles concerning the Fiscal 
Court meetings dealing with the 
Morgan County Water District 
issues, you need to know that all 
court meetings are open meet- 
ings, and everyone is welcome to 
attend. Our meetings are held the 
second Wednesday of each 
month at 7:00 p.m. at the County 
Office Building on Prestonsburg 
Street. Occasionally, we have to 
call for “special meetings,” the 
time and location is always an- 
nounced on our local radio sta- 
tion or in our local newspaper. 

Kentucky law requires that 
County Judge Executives appoint 
all county board members per- 
taining to local government, with 
the approval of the Fiscal Court. 
Magistrates have no power to ap- 
point by Kentucky law — they 
approve or disapprove appoin- 
tees. If they disapprove appoin- 
tees, they need to have a legiti- 
mate reason for their disapproval. 
As you have read in the local pa- 
per over the last few weeks, we 
are at a stalemate as to the ap- 
pointment of new water board 
members. I set forth reasons as to 
why I am not reappointing the 
current board members. One of 
the main reasons is the increased 
tap on fee rates. I feel that with 
my leadership and with board 
members that will keep me in- 
formed, we will give 110% of our 
efforts to try and lower these rates 
and create a more stable environ- 
ment that is not politically con- 
trolled. My whole desire as 
County Judge Executive is to 
take politics out of a county of- 
fice that belongs to every citizen 
in Morgan County. 

If you just look around and lis- 
ten to your neighbors and friends, 
you can see and hear all of the 
good things being done in our 
county. 

Upcoming topics in the 
Judge’s Corner will include vot- 
ing precincts, salaries of employ- 
ees, and other informational top- 
ics of interest to you. 

When I file for my reelection 
in November, I will spell out my 
vision of where we came from in 
the past three years, where we are 
today, and what we would like to 
see in the future. My ideas come 
from speaking with you on a day 
to day basis and listening to your 
needs and wishes. Remember, 
government is not for just Demo- 
crats or Republicans, or for some 
of the people some of the time. It 
is for all of the people all of the 
time. 

Question of the week: Why 
does the Sheriff’s Department 
have so much better equipment 
than in previous years? A sheriff, 
past, present or future, only has 
the funds allocated to his office 
from the Fiscal Court for his or 
her daily needs, and for the pur- 
chase of needed equipment. 
However, as County Judge Ex- 
ecutive, I felt that is was impor- 
tant for me to look for extra fund- 
ing for this department. I looked 
into my contacts with our federal 
delegates in Washington, D.C, 
and asked Senator Mitch 
McConnell to consider a 
$100,000.00 line item in the bud- 
get. Senator McConnell listened 
to my needs and felt that the 
safety of our law enforcement 
and our citizens was in the best 
interest and worked successfully 
to help me secure $100,000.00. 
These funds to be spent only on 
Sheriff’s vehicles and equipment. 
In the best interest of the citizens, 
I would have done this for the 
past sheriff’s administration; I 
would have done it for the 
present, and will continue to 
work for the future needs of the 
Sheriff’s Department. These 
grants do not stop with the 
Sheriff’s Department. We have 
worked with Congressman Hal 
Rogers to provide grants for Fire 
Departments, Rescue Squad, 
Ambulance Service, 911, and etc.

Confusing scores — CATS results are 
not easy for most people to understand 



One problem with the results 
of the Commonwealth Account- 
ability Testing Systems - or CATS 
- reported each fall by the Ken- 
tucky Department of Education is 
that most people can’t understand 
the scores and what they mean for 
their children’s schools. While the 
number are vitally important to 
school administrators and teach- 
ers, they tend to confuse parents 
as much as they enlighten them 
about the quality of education in 
the schools they support with their 
tax dollars. 

The latest CATS scores were 
released last week, and no doubt 
many parents looked at the scores 
from their children’s schools and 
wondered what they meant. 

For example, a parent sees that 
the score for students at one 
child’s elementary school was 
72.4. What does that mean? Is it 
good, or bad, or somewhere in 
between? 

Well, that depends . For some 
schools, a 72.4 may be good, for 
others not so good. It all depends 
what that particular schools 
benchmark score is - and the 



benchmark scores differ from 
school to school depending on 
their results from previous CATS 
tests. Confused yet? 

Well, there’s more. Parents 




may assume that because their 
children’s school received a score 
of 72.4, that school is doing bet- 
ter than schools that received 
lower scores. But that may not be 
true. If a school with a lower score 
comes closer to reaching its 
benchmark score than the school 
with a higher score does its bench- 
mark, then in the eyes of the state 
Department of Education, the 
school with the lower score is do- 
ing better than the one with the 
higher score. Now are you con- 
fused? 

You see, CATS does not com- 
pare schools. An individual school 
is comparing its score only with 
the scores its students achieved in 
previous years. The goal - and it’s 
a worthy one - is for each school 
to show constant improvement in 
its test scores. Thus a high score 



recorded by students in a school 
with a reputation for academic 
excellence can actually be a nega- 
tive if it is lower than the previ- 
ous year’s score, while a much 
lower score at another school can 
be considered a positive. 

The scores are based on a scale 
of zero to 140, with 100 consid- 
ered proficient. The bottom line 
is this: Whether a school’s score 
is 60.0 or 89.7 or somewhere in 
between, all schools are supposed 
to reach proficiency - that’s a 
score of 100 - by 2014. Some 
schools have a lot further to go in 
the next nine years than others. 

CATS is just one way schools 
are measured in Kentucky. Later 
this year, the results based on test- 
ing under the federal No Child 
Left Behind Act will be released. 
That promises to be another round 
of rather confusing scores. 

We like the idea of mandated 
tests. Schools should be held ac- 
countable. We just wish there was 
a less confusing way of telling 
parents how their schools are do- 
ing.

Berth in playoffs again the goal 
as Cougars hit the home stretch 

Wood says his Morgan 
County team is ‘right 
where we need to be’

With last Friday’s win over 
district foe Powell County, the 
Cougars are now one step closer 
to back-to-back post-season 
berths. The 36- 0 victory marked 
Morgan’s first shutout of the sea- 
son, but more importantly, pulled 
the team within a couple of wins 
of securing a playoff spot. 

“Except for some injuries, I 
believe we’re right where we 
need to be,” said Wood on Mon- 
day. “We’ve got a great shot at 
getting back to the playoffs and 
earning another winning season.” 

To this point, the season has 
brought about no surprises. The 
Cougars have won the games they 
were expected to (Rowan, Bath, 

West Carter, and Powell) and has 
been very competitive in their 
only two losses. In fact, both the 
Mason County and Russell games 
were not decided until the game’s 
final quarter. It’s that fact, Wood 
says, that gives the Cougars the 
confidence they need heading 
into the final month of the regu- 
lar season. 

“These kids know they can 
compete with anybody,” the Cou- 
gar coach said. “I think the 
Russell game alone proved that. 

We went into the fourth quarter 
with a realistic shot of winning 
the game. That was important for 
us.” 

Of Morgan’s four remaining 
games, two will come on the road. 

After Friday’s visit from Estill 
County, the Cougars will play at 
Fewis County and Fleming 
County before returning to 
Herdman Field for the season fi- 
nale against East Carter. Coach 
Wood says he’s optimistic about 
a strong finish. 

“The great thing is that we 
control our own destiny,” said 
Wood. “As long as we can win 
our next two games, we’re guar- 
anteed a 4- spot in the playoffs. 

But then again, what’s keeping us 
from maybe being a two- seed? 

Again, we believe that any game 
is winnable and that’s how we’ll 
approach it.” 

The Cougars have gotten key 
contributions from a host of play- 
ers. With Alex Collins out with a 
broken finger, Zeke Hall showed 
considerable improvement in the 
Powell County game — leading 
his team to five touchdowns and 
well over 300 yards in total of- 
fense. About a third of those yards 
came courtesy of Morgan’s work-

horse running back, Derrick 
Young.

May 11, 1939 

Water for all of us: Word has 
just been received from the engi- 
neers who drafted the Water 
Works plans for West Liberty, 
that the plans had now been fully 
approved by the state Board of 
Health and that the state WPA 
officials were ready to consider a 
regular application for the work 
on the project to start. 

It is now more than a year 
since the Town board first started 
on the present project. Before 
that, two previous Town Boards 
had made efforts to get a water 
works project approved without 
success. 

The present water system for 
West Liberty is woefully inad- 
equate. Our only source of sup- 
ply is a six-inch bored well, with 
water mains from one inch up to 
two inches. Our source of supply 
from the new system will be the 
Licking River with water mains 
up to eight inches in diameter. 
Pumping the water in our present 
system has been a serious prob- 
lem and a costly one. In the new 
system there will be two pumps 
installed insuring water at all 
times. 

All the work on the new water 
system will be done by WPA la- 
bor. Besides the labor some 
money for materials will also ac- 
crue to the benefit of West Lib- 
erty. The town will be required to 
furnish most of the material, 
pipes, pumps, meters, etc. and the 
financing will be by the issuing 
of revenue bonds which will be a 
lien on the earning of the system 
and on the system itself until 
paid. 

Public improvements are al- 
ways in order and we shall prob- 
ably not live to see the day when 
no further improvements are nec- 
essary or desirable, but for West 
Liberty there is not another pub- 
lic improvement so urgently 
needed as a water supply and 
sewer system. Let us have the 
whole citizenship lined up to 
100% boosters and the accom- 
plishment will be easy. 

June 1939 

Save the Water: A very ear- 
nest plea is hereby made to the 
citizens of West Liberty to help 
each other to save the limited 
supply (water) that can be sup- 
plied by our present water sys- 
tem. The present pumping system 
raised about 10,000 gallon in a 24 
hour period. If this water were 
apportioned among our 115 cus- 
tomers it would furnish more that 
85 gallons a day to each outlet. It 
is known that many people are 
without water a goodly part of 
each day. It is claimed that many 
of the lines leak and some water 
is lost in this way. Also many 
times investigation has revealed 
water being wasted by spigots 
being left on. If every person will 
help, it will be possible to get 
along with our present arrange- 
ment until we get a new water 
system installed but, if more care 
is taken to use, instead of waste 



water, the town board may be 
made to take expensive measures 
to save the water we now have 
available. 



Writers Note: I made a trip to 
the West Liberty Water Plant to 
get some figures on today s wa- 
ter system, which pumps water 
from Cave Run Lake. (I think 
building the new plant was one 
of the best things this city has 
ever done, as we are one of a few 
cities in the state that doesn’t 
have to worry about a clean wa- 
ter supply. The availability of a 
large body of water makes it pos- 
sible eventually to supply water 
all over the county .) Our present 
system pumps 1 million gallons 
of water per day ( compared to 10, 
000 gal in 1939), which is divided 
almost equally between the city, 
prison and county. West Liberty 
has around 900 water customers 
(ompared to 115 in 1939). Inter- 
esting note — The water well in 
1939 was behind the courthouse 
and water was pumped to a 
wooden tank at a height above 
the courthouse. This tank is vis- 
ible in old photos of the court- 
house. My grandfather, W. 
CebeNickell,was a “diviner.” By 
using a “divining rod” he sup- 
posedly found the water vein for 
the well. There is evidently a 
large amount of water in the area 
where the well was located. At 
one time the Cole Hotel, next 
door to the courthouse, sold 
bottled water “rich in minerals” 
and advertised a spa with “min- 
eral healing waters” from this 
same vein of water. This is prob- 
ably the same vein of water that 
seeps out into Main Street be- 
tween the courthouse and the 
Commercial Bank.

Do you know why leaves 
change their colors? 



Eastern Kentucky is home to 
one of our Nation’s most beauti- 
ful regions with the Cumberland 
Mountains as the backdrop for 
one of Mother Nature’s most 
vivid displays. With the ap- 
proaching season, sometimes 
breath-taking in its beauty, you 
might wonder how the trees can 
put on such a magical change. 
Keep in mind that although this 
magnificent change is a product 
of chemistry within the trees, it 
is also the product of weather. 

Every autumn, magic trans- 
formations begin as trees begin to 
prepare for winter. In certain re- 
gions, such as our own, the shed- 
ding of leaves is preceded by a 
sometimes spectacular color 
show. Formerly green leaves will 
turn to brilliant shades of yellow, 
orange, and red. These color 
changes are the result of transfor- 
mations in leaf pigments. 

All during the spring and sum- 
mer, leaves serve as factories 
where most of the foods neces- 
sary for the trees’ growth are 
manufactured. This food-making 
process takes place inside the leaf 
in numerous cells that contain the 
pigment chlorophyll , which actu- 
ally masks the true color of the 
leaf by absorbing all other light 
colors and reflecting only the 
green light spectrum — thus the 
leaves appear to our eyes as 
green. 

The energy of the light ab- 
sorbed by chlorophyll is con- 
verted into chemical energy 
stored in carbohydrates (sugars 
and starches). By the plant ab- 
sorbing water and nutrients 
through its roots, and absorbing 
carbon dioxide from the air, the 
chemical process of photosynthe- 
sis takes place. This chemical 
change drives the biochemical 
reactions that cause plants to 
grow, flower, and produce seed. 

Chlorophyll is not a very 
stable compound; bright sunlight 



causes it to decompose. To main- 
tain the amount of chlorophyll in 
their leaves, plants continuously 
synthesize it. The synthesis of 
chlorophyll in plants requires 
sunlight and warm temperatures. 
During the summer months, 
chlorophyll is continuously bro- 
ken down and regenerated in the 
leaves of the trees. 

The shortening of the days, 
and the cooler temperatures at 
night trigger several changes 
within the tree. One of these 
changes is the growth of a corky 
membrane between the branch 
and the leaf stem. This mem- 
brane interferes with the flow of 
nutrients into the leaf. As this 
nutrient flow is interrupted, the 
production of chlorophyll in the 
leaf declines, and the green color 
begins to fade. 

The different chemical com- 
ponents that are always present 
inside the structure of the indi- 
vidual leaf will determine its 
fleeting brilliant color in the fall. 
But weather also plays a factor in 
determining color. The degree of 
color may vary from tree to tree. 
For example, leaves directly ex- 
posed to the sun may turn red, 
while those on the shady side of 
the same tree may appear yellow 
or orange. Also, the intensity of 
colors on the same tree may vary 
from year to year, depending 
upon the combination of weather 
conditions. 

According to the tree experts 
at several universities, the US 
Department of Agriculture, and 
the US Forestry Service, the most 
vivid colors appear after a warm, 
dry summer combined with early 
autumn rains which will help pre- 
vent early leaf fall. Long periods 
of wet weather in late fall will 
produce a rather drab coloration. 
Wet springs and early summers, 
followed by late summer mild 
droughts favor the chemical for- 
mation of anthocyanin which is 



the chemical that is most respon- 
sible for the brilliant reds and 
purples. Drought conditions, es- 
pecially in late summer, also fa- 
vor red pigment formation due to 
the reduction of nitrate absorp- 
tion through the tree’s roots. 

Just as rainfall, or lack of rain- 
fall, plays a significant role in the 
brilliance of the autumn colors, 
temperature also plays a part. 
The best colors seem to be dis- 
played when warm and sunny 
days are followed by cold nights 
through early October. Light 



frost will enhance the colors, but 
a hard, killing frost will hasten 
the actual fall of the leaves from 
the trees. The right combination 
of temperature, rainfall, and sun- 
shine can prolong the autumn fo- 
liage brilliance by as much as two 
weeks. 

Because of prolonged 
drought, the autumn coloration 
this year is expected to be rather 
drab. Leaves will turn brown 
rather quickly, and fall at least a 
couple weeks sooner than in op- 
timum condition years.

It 
holds that the world and the uni- 
verse are but 6,000 years old and 
that baby dinosaurs rode in Noah's 
ark,” writes Michael Powell of 



The Washington Post. 

The $25 -million Creation Mu- 
seum expects to attract hundreds 
of thousands of visitors when it 
opens in early 2007. Kenneth 
Ham, president of Answers in 
Genesis-USA, which is building 
the museum, told Powell, “Evo- 
lutionary Darwinists need to un- 
derstand we are taking the dino- 
saurs back. This is a battle cry to 
recognize the science in the re- 
vealed truth of God.” 

Ronald Numbers, a University 
of Wisconsin-Madison professor 
and author of The Creationists, 
told Powell, “The creationists 
have been very successful in per- 
suading conservative Christians 
to abandon any non-literal inter- 
pretation of the Bible. There is a 
very large constituency of Ameri- 



cans who are quite comfortable 
with Young Earth Creationism.” 

Polls have shown 45 percent 
of Americans believe God created 
humans in their present form 
about 10,000 years ago and man 
is not related to apes.

WINCHESTER, Sept. 21 - 
The dry weather conditions 
mixed with above normal tem- 
peratures once again have Daniel 
Boone National Forest officials 
concerned about the potential for 
wildland forest fires. With little 
rain in the forecast, the agency is 
preparing for what could be one 
of the worse fire seasons in de- 
cades. 

Visitors to the forest over the 
next few months are advised to 
use extreme caution with fire. 
The public should consider the 
risk of campfires when camping 
in the forest. The current drought 
conditions have increased the po- 
tential for campfires to escape. 

The woodland ground fuels 
are at a record high in the forest 
due to ice storms and pine beetle 
damage over recent years. Such 
woody debris on the forest floor 
increases the potential for larger 
wildfires to occur. Of special 
concern are the areas where pri- 



vate development adjoins wild- 
land forest, referred to by the 
agency as the “wildland-urban 
interface.” 

The dry weather conditions 
have set the stage for wildland 
forest fires to occur outside of the 
fire season. The forest experi- 
enced a wildfire last week in 
Whitley County. Firefighters 
contained the fire at 108 acres. 
The cause of the fire is under in- 
vestigation. 

In Kentucky the established 
fire season for the fall begins Oc- 
tober 1 and ends December 15. 
During the fire season, open 
burning of debris or other flam- 
mable material is prohibited 
within 150 feet of any woodland 
or brushland except between the 
hours of 6:00 p.m. and 6:00 a.m. 
or when the ground is covered 
with snow. 

Over 80 percent of wildfires 
that occur on the Daniel Boone 
National Forest are caused by ar- 



son, fires that are set with crimi- 
nal intent to destroy land or other 
property. The next major cause of 
wildfires is accidental by fire es- 
caping from open debris burning 
near national forest land. The 
public should avoid debris burn- 
ing at this time if possible, al- 
though no fire restrictions have 
been officially established. Un- 
less rain comes soon, burning 
bans that prohibit any fire activ- 
ity on the forest may be imple- 
mented. 

The current fire danger is at 
moderate level for southern and 
eastern Kentucky. The public 
may report arson by calling 1- 
800- 27-ARSON. Individuals re- 
porting arson that leads to an in- 
dictment may be rewarded up to 
$1,000. Arson is punishable by 
up to five years imprisonment 
and up to $10,000 in fines, in- 
cluding reimbursement of re- 
source or property damage. 

Research would 
involve logging 
in Boone Forest 

A U.S. Forest Service re- 
search project in the Daniel 
Boone National Forest would in- 
volve logging an estimated 610 
acres. Environmentalists, how- 
ever charge it is a guise to use 
science as a reason to cut and sell 
timber from the federal land. 

Forest research scientist 
Callie Jo Schweitzer told report- 
ers trees have grown so thick in 
the Daniel Boone they are com- 
peting for nutrients and are at risk 
of being killed by insects and dis- 
ease. She said the project will 
look at whether the forest can be 
made healthier by cutting some 
of the trees, burning ground clut- 
ter and spraying herbicides, re- 
ports Andy Mead of the Lexing- 
ton Herald-Leader. (Read more) 

The Cold Hill Silvicultural 
Assessment Project would be 
conducted in the forest near Lon- 
don, and be one of the first 
projects in the nation to use the 
Healthy Forest Restoration Act 
of 2003. That act allows up to 
1 ,000 acres to be logged without 
an environmental impact assess- 
ment. 

Kentucky Heartwood leader 
Perrin de Jong said the Forest 
Service is trying to use the forest 
as a test case. He told Mead, "It's 
just another justification for the 
same old logging." The project 
would cut trees on nearly one 
square mile of the forest. The 
project also calls for brush and 
saplings to be removed, ground 
into chips and burned in an elec- 
tric generating plant.

County Area Red Cross Chapter, 
said Monday. 

The Red Cross is spending 
nearly $35 million a day just on

In addition to the monument 
the site will include nature trails, 
restaurant, amphitheater, arts and 
gift shop, interactive museum and 
a large, state of the art theatre for 
musical and dramatic perfor- 
mances. 

During construction the 
project will bring many jobs to the 
area, planners say, and when open 
the Eastern Kentucky Heritage 
Monument will bring hundreds of 
jobs to Wolfe County and almost 
1,500 jobs to the Eastern Ken- 
tucky region.

GHOSTLORE. II: The 

Eversole Haunting. An old, aban- 
doned graveyard in eastern Mor- 
gan County yields a tale of trag- 
edy and haunting. 

Among the unmarked graves 
(marked only with fieldstones) is 
supposedly that of an Eversole 
boy of nine or ten who, accord- 
ing to tradition, was accidentally 
crushed to death in a cane mill. 
The cemetery overlooks a de- 
serted farmhouse beside a stream 
with the curious name of Dead- 
ening Branch. 

When, in the 1970s, my par- 
ents and I were recording tomb- 
stone inscriptions for a historical 
society project, my father and I 
came across the story at a nearby 
general store. We learned of per- 
sistent reports of the “hant” 
roaming the farm. 

One man told us that while 
working across the creek, he had 
heard the door banging back and 
forth. He and the other workmen 
looked as the sounds continued 
briefly, but they were certain the 
door hadn’t moved and it was not 
windy. 

A young man was reminded of 
his own curious experience with 
the ghost. He was hunting in the 
vicinity and he too heard a bang- 
ing sound. He described it as 
“like someone stacking lumber” 
(or as another suggested, “Like 
someone building a coffin”). He 
checked, and found no one there. 

The young man claimed that 
after a rain one could see on the 
house door — which local legend 
said had been used for laying out 
the dead boy’s crushed body — 
inexplicable bloodlike streaks. 

We persuaded the young man 
to accompany us to the house and 
cemetery, although he confessed 
he did not relish visiting the place 
alone. We were soon in the old 
house, which had obviously been 
used in past years as a improvised 
tobacco barn. Long two-by-four 
planks had been nailed up to form 
racks for hanging the tobacco. 
And a front room even had the 
side window enlarged into an 
open doorway for easy access. 

It was while our companion 
and I were standing in this room 
that the alleged spirit became 
manifest: Bam! B am -bam -bam - 



bam-bam! We looked at each 
other and our guide gave a sheep- 
ish look. The door to the room 
had been opened against one of 
the two-by-fours, and a momen- 
tary gentle breeze had drifted up 
the branch, through the side 
opening, rattling this door (not 
the outside one) against the 
plank. The breeze spent, the 
noise ceased. It seemed the mys- 
terious entity was not a ghost but 
a gust. 

As to the “blood” on the door, 
there were indeed dark streaks, 
but these seemed obviously to 
have been caused by runoff from 
the roof. Nevertheless, I carefully 
scraped off some samples and 
later submitted them to a foren- 
sic laboratory for microchemical 
analysis. Tests indicated no blood 
was present, even in trace 
amounts. 



Some subsequent historical 
research confirmed that an 
Eversole family had indeed once 
lived in the area, and they had a 
boy, Marcus, born in 1879, ac- 
cording to the 1880 census. The 
1890 census burned, and the 
1900 one listed no Eversole fam- 
ily in the county. Possibly they 
moved elsewhere after the re- 
ported tragedy.
